A buddy of mine checked into his local HRO a few weeks ago and enquired 
about the SG2020. He was told that SGC has 7 months of back orders for 
the radio. 


Some weeks ago I enquired at HRO, and was told that no dealer expects to 
have an SG2020 on the shelf (at that time) until well past the end of 
Summer. 


I have one on order. What seems to be happening is that dealers take the 
order and you go into the queue for a radio that is shipped directly 
from the factory. 


I am prepared to cut SGC some slack on this one. I think the demand has 
simply overwhelmed them, and I doubt if they enjoy the situation of a 
large back order coupled with frustrated potential customers. Yes, 
perhaps SGC could of handled the situation better, but I see no signs of 
duplicity. I think that they are working hard to meet their obligations 
and to their credit are taking the heat rather than push radios out the 
door. 


If the above is even approximately correct, as an SG2020 customer I may 
be a little frustrated, but I can accept the situation.

A Type II radio sweep is caused by the shockwave of the disturbance 
traveling outward from the sun through the corona. The further away 
from the sun it gets, the lower in frequency the sweep is heard. The 
general range starts about 200-400 MHz, and can cause sweeps around 
10MHz if energetic enough to travel about 3 radii from the sun. The 
radio sweeps travel downward in frequency. In the case of Type II's, 
the radio emissions sweep downward about 2MHz per second, and often 
called "slow sweeps." (Type I's sweep about 10 MHz per second). 

It sounds like bursts of static, almost like slow ignition noise, as 
the sweeps go past your frequency. 


A Type IV storm is continuum noise generated over a wide range of 
frequencies, from around 400 MHz down to around 10MHz (or below). 
It sounds like an elevation in noise level for 10-30 minutes. 


A "DHO" Beta group is a sunspot spot with magnetic fields connecting 
the spots (known as a bipolar field, or BETA group). The DHO 
classification means: 
D - Bipolar fields, with penumbra around the spots on each end of the 
fields (i.e., on each magnetic polarity) 
H - The penumbra around the spots is large and symmetric, >2.5 degrees 
O - Open spot fields -- meaning the area between the two sun spots where 


the field leaves and enters is empty (no spots inbetween). 


> NEW REGION 8253 (N18E76), 
> A SINGLE SPOT 'HSX' ALPHA, WAS NUMBERED TODAY. 


An ALPHA group are sunspot groups with only UNIPOLAR fields ... that is, 
the magnetic field is confined to a single spot only. 

H - Unipolar field with penumbra around a single spot 

S - Symmetrical, circular penumbra around a compact cluster or spot 

X - Single sun spot (not a cluster of spots) 


Some astronomer stayed up all night thinking up all these cute categories! 


Frankly, none of this is especially interesting, or threatening. Justa 
couple of new areas on the sun that MIGHT develop into active regions over 
the next few days. The WORST scenario would be a major M-class or X-class 
flare about mid-day thursday ... the increase in solar wind and particle 
radiation would reach the earth saturday morning, tossing us into a major 
geomagnetic storm. 


IN OTHER WORDS ... you could kiss-off FIELD DAY :-) 
But nothing at this point suggests *xthat*x rapid of growth with these spots.

2 ounce RS pocket digital multimeter ... if I'm going to be gone more than a 
few days. 


Antenna: 
As appropriate for band. Lately I have returned to simple dipoles. I make 


them out of insulated wire and put a loop in the end to act as an insulator. 
Coax if needed. (I use lightweight RG58) 

String to hold up the antenna. Safety pins provide an easy way to attach 
string to the "insulator" loops in my antenna. 


I put my rig in a Tupperware (R) type food container with foam in the bottom 
to protect it from being bounced and smashed. 


The battery and antenna are the heavy parts. Tnx to Joe G. for the idea of 
using teflon wire to make antennas ... except I don't know where to find 
any. I've used 28 guage magnet wire successfully. It is very light but it 
breaks too easily. Stranded hookup wire is also very satisfactory, but is 
hard for me to find. The solid stuff is no good at all. 


If anyone knows a source of small guage teflon wire, send it to the list!

I would like to share what Marshall Emm wrote me. I have been using Mineral 
Spirits. Marshall feels Mineral Oil is different and would be better suited 
as transformer oil. Thanks for your input Marshall. Lee/wOvt 


Marshall Emm wrote:

> "Oderless Mineral Spirits", in a 160z. pint clear bottle. I don't remeber 
> where I got it but it has a brand on it called Klean Strip sold byW. M.

Now I'm REALLY confused. Mineral Spirits and Mineral Oil are xnotx the 
same thing, at least in this part of the country. Mineral Spirits is 
synthetic turpentine, used as a paint thinner and solvent. Mineral Oil is 
an oil, is safely ingested in small quantities (even prescribed 
medicinally sometimes) and I use it for oiling cutting boards and 

wooden knife handles. 


Mineral Oil IS used in dummy loads and transformers, Mineral Spirits would 
be just a bit risky since it has a much lower flash point. 


Oddly, either one can be used to remove adhesive stickers, but I suspect 
that's about the only overlap in functionality! If your Dr. tells you to 
take a tsp of mineral oil, I would not suggest taking mineral spirits 
instead [g].

I wanted to comment on the key clicks... when confirming that 
the slight chirp noted earlier was indeed present, I listened to my '2020 
with my son sending, and found no key clicks-even if I DID hear the small 
chirp on the leading edge of a given character... this with the radio on 
40M, at 5W & 20W out, and listening on both a Collins 51S-1 and a RACAL 
RA6790/GM-with both operating from an Dymek DA-100 Active Antenna-which 
should have-if anything-amplified any clicks. So I'm not certain what the 
source of your clicks was. 


I'm not surprised on the ALC overshoot-the audio really kicks... and that 
will have to be watched carefully by those desiring to 1)not splatter; and 
2) remain with a particular power level for the purpose of contesting/etc.

Hey Gang, 


Just had to report what really great "Elmering" advice I got last week 
in response to my query about my 2N2222 crystal filter design problem. 
I had just managed to see a sine wave coming out of my 4-pole Cohn 
crystal filter, but it had pretty bad ripple (even though I didn't know 
what I was seeing at the time). Seven different guys spotted the 
problem and gave me really consistent advice about where to look: 
mismatched crystals (they weren't), poor/improper termination (big 
problem here) and wrong caps for the design I was trying. Glen 
Leinweber, James Duffey, Gene Hall, Tony Fishpool (from across the 
pond), Kent Torell and Ori Mizrahi-Shalom all gave me helpful hints. 
Thanks guys! 


This weekend I tinkered with the design by adding 10uh rf coils at both 
the input and output, raised the value of the caps to reduce the 
bandwidth and changed the termination load,on both the input and output 
side. WOW!!! what a difference. I now have a 4-pole filter with about 
a 250 Hz bandwidth and I can't see any ripple effects on my scope. I 
suspect they may be some there but my inexpesive scope can't pick it 
up. I am one proud dude so I tip my hat to all those guys who had been 
there done that and were willing to share. Makes my fun all the more 
enjoyable...and I couldn't have done it without ya'. 


Now on to the BFO and product detector (got some good advice there 
too). Boy, I can almost hear the signals coming through the ear phones 
already.

Hi Mark, 


The polyethelene variable capacitors from transistor radios work okay at low 
power. The St. Louis QRP Society used them in the original St. Louis Tuner 
project, a t-match. Some of the prototypes are seven years old and continue 
to work well. A few died along the way, more from rough handling during 
testing than anything else. All things considered we continue to get decent 
performance from what are essentially junk parts. 


The quality of poly-variables varys widely. We chose a model with a brass 
stator and a copper rotors and have not been disappointed. These came from a 
parts bin in a local electronics store and were obviously very old stock. I 
saw one other example that came close and immediately bought all of them! 
Other than relying on the the old Eyeball, Mk. 1, the heft is a dead giveaway. 


Our luck with aluminum innards varied but some examples did pretty well. We 
tested for four years before settling on the final tuner configuration and 
that included fooling with a lot of poly-variables. 


The 'official' opinion is that the little caps will handle 10W input but it 
is closer to 15W+, depending on the model and the degree of matching 
required. Personally, I'd stick with 10W for 5W out. 


I built a NITEV-type regen that uses a 8:1 Jackson Bros. ball-drive and an 
excellent poly-variable. It is quite stable, definitely much better than 
expectd. I've used this hot rx with a ONER tx in a couple of contests and 
for general listening. No complaints! 


I'm planning a compact tuner to go with a NorCal 20. It will use two 
poly-caps left over from the SLT project. 

In case your wondering, I don't find them particularly lossy but have never 
taken the time to measure and compare. Any trade-off is well-worth the added 
conveniences in size, weight and, of course, cost! 


Many of the poly-variables take about a 2.5mm mounting screw. Make sure the 
shaft does not protrude into the plastic case so far as to interfere with 
the polyethelene separators. Otherwise, the caps can be mounted to a metal 
case wall with Testor's liquid model builder's glue or CA-type instant 
cement. If you have to remove one later just slide a miniature screwdriver 
blade behind the plastic case and it will usually pop loose. 


The original SLT used a 1/4" diameter nylon standoff for a shaft extender. 
It is held on our poly-variable's internally threaded shaft with a metric 
screw. Other prototypes used a brass or plastic 1/4" diameter tube epoxied 
on a small diameter shaft stub, or even a wood dowel. 


I suppose this is more than you wanted to know about poly-variables. As you 
can probably tell, I'm a big fan of these much maligned parts that routinely 
get the proverbial 'raw deal’ in ham folklore. While I do not own one, it 
was a pleasant surprise to see the ZM-1 and ZM-2 feature 'polys'. I must 
have missed the messages if anyone is complaining about them on QRP-L. <g>

Hi gang: 
I have to agree with a lot of what Ron says about comparisons. 


My view: to be logical, one compares vertical A w. vertical B since 
both are in the same category of antenna. It makes very little 
sense to compare a vertical vs. a yagi UNLESS a specific 

parameter is being compared, i.e., the low-angle radiation 

from a vertical vs a yagi at such an altitude as will produce 

a major low-angle lobe at the same elevation angle as the 
vertical's major lobe. Otherwise, radiation at, say, 14-deg is 
being compared with radiation at 30-deg. 


The second consideration is uniqueness. I read the comparisons 
of the GAP Titan vs. another vertical vs a yagi in QST several 
years back. The othr vertical generally exhibited superior 
performance -- it was a standard mutliband trapped ground- 
mounted with a bunch of radials. But here, a quarterwave 

was being compared with the halfwave GAP. A difference. 


The ground also contributes to the uniquesness of results of 
comparisons. My QTH will never equal your location. 


So, the only thing to do is get two verticals, plant them, 
fan radials, and see what the on-the-air results are.

Be sure to get an RX bridge that is able to differentiate Resistance 
and Reactance! A plain noise bridge measures the total. A "three- 
meter" method of measurements will permit differentiating the 
resistive and reactive components, but why waste the time when 

an RX bridge does it with one measurement. The main reason 

for using the RX bridge: the resistance can vary considerably 

with frequency etc. Reactance is zero only at exact resonance. 

So, tuning an antenna with an RX bridge allows finding that 

point, which is what we're looking for in the first place.

I put in part 7, receiver mixer last night. I can not get RF on pin 5 
of U1 per Mikes directions. Up to now everything has been working 

fine. I got 1.8 volts peak-to-peak at the base of Q6. This jives with 
the value called out on the manuals troubleshooting values on page 19. 

I figured out that Mikes C47 should have been C40 at 47pf and I 
installed it. I get 1.8vpp at the diode side of RFC3 but noting on the 
'B' side of the choke. I removed the jumper at J1. I get 1.5vpp on the 
'B' side of the choke and at pin 2 of J1. I put the jumper back in, 
nothing at pin 2. How should I proceed? Seems like I got a short on 
the primary side of T1. With the jumper installed, I should see some RF 
on pin 3 of J1, right? If I take T1 out and get RF at pin 3 does this 
mean I have a bad 71? I checked all the solder connections to T1 and 
can not see any solder bridges. Isn't T1's installation almost 
foolproof? Is there any way I could have messed it up? Before I take 
T1 out I want to verify the DC voltages for U1 and do some continuity 
checks. What resistance should I see between J1 pin 3 and ground? Is 
T1's primary big enough to have any resistance to it?

Lay out your desired soldering blocks with a felt tip 
marking pen, and etch in etching solution, or using a Dreml type tool, with 
a small dental burr from your friendly Dentists throw-away box, cut out the 
desired blocks. The Dreml tool actually works best, as it allows for "in 
process" addition of blocks that might have been overlooked originally. I 
have several projects using this "surface mount" type construction, 
including a 20 meter superhet transceiver. Works well, and very easy to 
substitute/replace parts without removing boards, provided you have the 
room to work. 


The boards for the modern kit rigs are more densely packed than anything I 
can put together using this technique tho.

One way you can greatly increase your "net" density is to use a product 
called: "SURFBOARDS" available from several suppliers including both Mouser 
and Digikey. These are pre-etched, small, one IC / no IC glass epoxy 
breadboards with patterns that easily lend themselves to either SMT or 
regular-sized 1/4w-style components. They are definately not inexpensive, 
but not only can you use surface mount ICs and components in your 
breadboards easily using them, there are several varieties that come with 
pre-mounted pad-connected pins that allow multiple boards to be used in one 


plane and plug into another board in another plane, or just for connection 
cables. 


Adding a variety of them to your ground-plane mount would enable all the IC 
mounting capabilities you could ask for, with the rest of the components 
and wiring ‘normally' spaced and mounted.

QUOTE: This end fed type of antenna was marketted in the UK and is a useful 
system for the portable set-up. Being a half wave, no radials or 
counterpose wires are needed. 


As the impedance will be high at the end of the wire, some form of 
matching unit is needed and a simple parallel tuned circuit housed ina 
plastic film container is fine (figure 1). A hole in the container 


allows for tuning, by adjusting the ferrite core in the coil for maximum 
reading on a field strength meter nearby. 


The inner of the coax goes to a tap about 1/4 of the way from the earthy 
end of the winding, to which the braid of the coax is soldered. 


As a rough guide, a capacitor of 50pf across a winding of say 30 turns 
is a starting point for 40m. Some experimenting with turns and tapping 
point is necessary. The coil former used was about 1/4 inches in 
diameter as found in old IF transformers.

Why no exotic counterpoise? Remember the basics that the ground and antenna 
act as a pair of resistors in series. If the values are close to the same for 
ground and antenna (say 50 ohms) then 50 percent goes to the worms. With a 
super high antenna impedance the ground value is not really that important in 
regards to loss. Similar to antennas like the bobtail. 


For tuning you could make a simple Scorpion LED tuning bridge.

In my previous post "An interesting GAP review" I was going to reference this 
note that appeared in the Technical Correspondence section of QST for January 
1995. Unfortunately at the time I couldn't find the reference. In this note 
Jack Belrose VE2CV address some of the claims for vertical antennas. Some of 
his remarks follow: 


"Some companies claim outstanding or amazing DX performance, low radiation 
angle, low noise, no ground loss and other attention-grabbing text in their 
product advertisements. 


"Although a great fuss is made about reducing ground loss with elevated feed, 
such a claim, as I've discussed earlier, is not true. To improve performance, 
the entire antenna has to be lifted off the ground by a significant amount, not 
just the feedpoint." 


Belrose,s note makes interesting reading for vertical users and takes the hype 
out of many of the vertical ads. 


In the summer of 93 Butternut published an excellent paper (TECH NOTE DLS-1) 
titled "DIRTY LITTLE SECRETS" that allows you to evaluate claims for various 
verticals. An excellent overview with a number of references. 


I bring these references up so someone thinking about buying a particular 
vertical can better judge which may be better suited for them. Knowing all the 
ins and outs makes it easier to decide. In some cases the GAP fills the need. 


I am a vertical user, but not of the commercial variety. I find I can get as 
good or better performance along with a much lower cost if I make my own.

Thanks for catching my error in part 7. You were correct that it should 
have read C40 instead of C47. 


As for your problem I think I know what is wrong. If the temporary 
jumper on J1 was installed in the wrong holes it would ground one side 
of RFC3. This would cause the symptoms you describe. 


Double check that the jumper is across holes 2 and 3. These are the top 
two holes when looking at the front of the board with T1 in the lower 
left corner. If the jumper is in the bottom two holes it is incorrectly 
installed. 


Try this out and let us know.

Another noise reduction dodge you might consider is the use of an 
antenna noise cancelling unit. JPS makes one called the ANC-4 and MFJ 
has one also. There may be others as well. 


The ideal place to get rid of noise is before it enters your receiver. 
That's the method used here. A sample of the noise with as little 
desired signal as possible is obtained with a noise pickup antenna as 
close to the noise source as possible. This way, the smaller the pickup 
antenna, the less desired signal is picked up also. 


Then the desired signal with some noise comes in from your regular 
antenna, and the noise sample comes in from the noise pickup antenna. 
The noise sample is nulled against the desired signal, and much to 
almost all of the noise is cancelled. This usually involves adjusting 
noise amplitude and phase (controls on the front of the units) for the 
most effective null. When it all comes together, it seems like magic. 


There have also been a number of articles on building your own. It is 
not a particularly complicated piece of equipment. The commercial units 
have a few more bells and whistles, and can be easier to adjust because 
of that. 


A secondary benefit of money spent on a noise cancelling unit, vs a 
blanker for one rig is that you can use it with any rig you have. I use 
mine with my Kenwood TS180, my QRP++ and my SW40+. Works like a champ. 


Give it some thought.
